A  PROCLAMATION. 

E.  Pepler,  (  VI7HEREAS  pur- 

Deputy  Attorney-General.  \  VV  suant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  34d  of  the  “  Public  Libra¬ 
ries  Act,”  being  chapter  141  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1924,”  as  enacted 
by  section  4  of  the  “  Public  Libraries  Act 
Amendment  Act,  1935,”  and  under  the  authority 
of  Order  in  Council  No.  279,  approved  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  March,  1936,  a  Proclamation 
was  issued  constituting  the  areas  of  lands 
within  the  limits  of  the  municipalities  and  rural 
school  districts  set  forth  therein  a  union  library 
district,  to  be  known  as  the  Okanagan  Union 
Library  District: 

And  whereas  the  limits  of  the  said  Okanagan 
Union  Library  District  were  subsequently  ex¬ 
tended  by  Proclamation  issued  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  34f  ( h )  of  the  said  Act,  as  enacted  by 
section  4  of  the  “  Public  Libraries  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1936,”  under  the  authority  of  Order 
in  Council  No.  803,  approved  on  the  seventh 
day  of  July,  1936: 

And  whereas  section  45  (1)  of  the  “Public 
Libraries  Act,”  being  chapter  154  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,  ”  as 
amended  by  section  3  of  the  “  Public  Libraries 
Act  Amendment  Act,  1940,”  provides  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 


“  45.  (1.)  Where  a  union  library  district  has 
been  constituted  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
three  years,  if  a  petition  signed  by  not  less 
than  ten  per  centum  in  number  of  the  electors 
in  any  municipality  or  rural  school  district 
comprised  in  the  union  library  district  is  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
praying  for  the  withdrawal  of  that  munici¬ 
pality  or  rural  school  district  from  the  union 
library  district,  and  for  the  taking  of  a  plebi¬ 
scite  thereon,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  by  Order  in  Council,  which  shall  be 
binding  on  the  Council  of  the  municipality  or 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  rural 
school  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  require  the 
taking  of  a  vote  of  the  electors  in  that  munici¬ 
pality  or  rural  school  district  on  the  question: 

‘  Are  you  in  favour  of  the  withdrawal  of  the 
[name  of  municipality  or  rural  school  district ] 
from  the  union  library  district  in  which  it  is 
now  comprised?  ’  The  provisions  of  the  ‘  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Act,’  in  respect  of  obtaining  the  opinion 
of  the  municipal  electors  upon  any  question 
which  affects  the  municipality,  shall  govern  the 
taking  of  the  vote  under  this  subsection  in  a 
municipality;  and  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  may  by  the  Order  requiring  the  taking 
of  the  vote  or  by  any  subsequent  Order  provide 
for  all  matters  and  things  necessary  or  expedi¬ 
ent  for  the  taking  of  the  vote  in  a  rural  school 
district.  No  vote  under  this  subsection  shall 
be  taken  after  the  first  day  of  October  in  any 
year  in  any  rural  school  district;  and  no  peti¬ 
tion  from  the  electors  in  any  municipality  shall 
be  accepted  after  the  first  day  of  October  in 
any  year.  Notice  of  the  receipt  of  every  peti¬ 
tion  shall,  within  five  days  of  its  presentation 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  be  sent 
by  post  by  the  Deputy  Provincial  Secretary  in 
a  registered  envelope  addressed  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  union  library  district  affected.” 

And  whereas  from  time  to  time  plebiscites 
have  been  held  in  a  number  of  the  municipali¬ 
ties  and  rural  school  districts  lying  within  the 
area  comprising  the  Okanagan  Union  Library 
District,  resulting  in  the  withdrawal  of  certain 
of  them  from  the  said  library  district: 

And  whereas  pursuant  to  the  said  section  45 
(1),  as  amended,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1347,  ap¬ 
proved  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  September, 
1941,  ordered  that  a  plebiscite  be  held  in  the 
Meadow  Valley  Rural  School  District  on  the 
question  of  its  withdrawal  from  the  Okanagan 
Union  Library  District: 

And  whereas  section  45  (2)  of  the  said 
“  Public  Libraries  Act,”  as  re-enacted  by  sec¬ 
tion  4  of  the  “  Public  Libraries  Act  Amend¬

pality  or  rural  school  district  shall  cease  to 
form  part  of  the  union  library  district.”

6.  Joseph  Gray,  of  Renata,  B.C.,  shall  be 
Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election  of 


Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  the  post-office 
at  Renata  and  at  two  other  conspicuous  public 
places  in  or  near  the  improvement  district  a 
notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and 
place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meet¬ 
ing  and  he  shall  have  power  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote 
is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to 
determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the 
said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the 
votes.

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  are  cast  at  the 
general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6 
hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1944;  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  are 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1943;  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  are 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1942;  but  should  there  be  nomi¬ 
nated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  then  the  Returning  Officer 
shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of 
the  candidates  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the 
next,  the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding 
annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  The  first  Trustees  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district  shall  first  meet  on  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  following  their  election,  and  if  the  same  is 
a  holiday  then  on  the  day  next  following  which 
is  not  a  holiday. 

9.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall

To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  genei’al 
meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or 
Trustees  to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or 
vacancies  that  has  or  have  occurred  or 
is  or  are  about  to  'hecur  among  the 
Trustees. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
